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Greenbelt East Asks Candidates 
To Answer Three Questions 


Kelly Ivy was the last person 
to declare his candidacy for the 
Greenbelt City Council and the 
only non-incumbent but he drew 
the first slot on the ballot. Thus, 
on Thursday, October 6 when the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Council 
(GEAC) sponsored a candidates 
night, he was the first speaker. 
Following Ivy were the five in- 
cumbents — Judith Davis, Konrad 
Herling, Rodney Roberts, Leta 
Mach and Ed Putens. 

Following their opening state- 
ments, the candidates fielded 
three additional formal questions 
— one on development in 
Greenbelt West, the next on emer- 
gency preparedness and, finally, 
on future plans for Greenbelt 
East. Each candidate then had 
time to respond to “Why do you 
want to serve?” 

(Early responders to each ques- 
tion had the chance to be first 
with an idea, while later respond- 
ers had a chance to hear what 
the others had to say on a given 
topic. Often followers agreed with 
earlier suggestions. The order of 
candidates was changed for each 
formal question.) 

Question 1: With development 
at Metroland, Springhill Lake and

Beltway Plaza, how do you see the 
future? Positive? Negative? 

Herling said he sees the devel- 
opment mostly in a positive light. 
It will be a mixed-use district and 
we have to see how we can make 
it work, he said. It will be a more 
urban way of life with the dou- 
bling of the population in 
Springhill Lake. Greenbelt is used 
to being considered a more rural 
area. He hopes that the city can 
obtain more green space and have 
it accessible. He is also concerned 
that there may not be enough rec- 
reation area. 

Roberts indicated that it is the 
“details” that will determine 
whether this development has a 
positive or negative impact on the 
city. Concerned with the Spring- 
hill Lake plans, he said, “I am not 
a believer in this type of density.” 
In his opinion the Springhill Lake 
owners have never met the chal- 
lenge of enough services to the 
current residents. 

Mach responded to the question 
by saying that this is an “historic 
opportunity.” Site plans have been 
approved for Metro and Springhill 
Lake development. We need to 
look to a new urbanism to address 
issues like safety and parking, she

In the City Council Election 


The sixth and final candidate 
for city council, Kelly P. Ivy, Sr., 
is the only non-incumbent. His bi- 
ography appears below. The five 
incumbents are Judith Davis, 
Rodney Roberts, Leta Mach, 
Konrad Herling and Ed Putens.

Ivy has been a member of 
the city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board for five years. 
Well known in the Greenbelt 
sports community, he has 
coached Little League, St. 
Hugh’s CYO, Boys and Girls 
Club, Babe Ruth, Women’s Fast 
Pitch and Flowers High School. 
He is the past commissioner of 
St. Hugh’s CYO baseball and 
softball, Boys and Girls Club 
softball and baseball, Little 
League and Cal Ripken League, 
Prince George’s County Babe 
Ruth Softball League and is 
president of Prince George’s 
County Fast Pitch League. He 
has helped to raise funds for 
Greenbelt Babe Ruth and has 
volunteered at the lake on the 
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Candidate Kelly P. Ivy, Sr. 


4th of July and at Schrom Hills 
Fall Fest, selling concessions. 

Ivy installed the first computer 
lab at St. Hugh’s School in the 
Morrison (senior) Lounge at the 
Youth Center and at Green Ridge 
House. He is the newly elected 
vice president of the Lakeside Asso- 
ciation. Three years ago Ivy initi- 
ated and has since overseen the 
Beauty and Beast softball games to 
benefit the antique fire truck for 
GVFD, Greenbelt Labor Day Festi- 
val and the family of fallen Prince 
George’s County police officer and 
Greenbelter Steven Gaughan.

said. During review, the ap- 
proved Springhill Lake plan in- 
creased home ownership from 
five to 25 percent of the resi- 
dents. She indicated that home 
ownership is “the key to an in- 
volved citizenry.” 

Putens also mentioned home 
ownership in Springhill Lake as a 
definite advantage. One of his 
concerns is assuring sufficient 
green space in the developments. 

Ivy commented on the need 
for police and fire department 
involvement in the plans for re- 
development. He emphasized 
that he does not like the use of 
terms such as Greenbelt East and 
Greenbelt West. “It’s one 
Greenbelt.” 

Davis was the last speaker on 
this question. She indicated that 
this was an “opportunity to cre- 
ate a model community.’ She 
referred to Greenbelt’s excellent 
planning department which is 
monitoring the whole process. 
She commented on the ripple 
effect of Metro development 
causing Springhill Lake owners 
to move toward redevelopment 
which then caused Beltway 
Plaza to develop plans. She 
mentioned the fact that a new 
elementary and middle school 
will be built in Greenbelt West — 
“that 1s a win-win situation.” 
Davis would like to see home 
ownership in that section of the 
city become available for people 
at different income levels. 

Question 2: Please address 
emergency preparedness. Are 
you comfortable with plans? 

Davis, responding first in this 
round, indicated that she was not

Second Candidate Question 
Deals with Budget Issues 


This week we publish the responses of the six candidates for 
election to city council to the second of three questions posed 
in our October 6 issue. The responses are limited to 300 words. 
The order in which the responses are published was determined 
by lot. This week’s question is: 

In his last budget message, the city manager identified a 
‘structural issue” caused by the city’s expenses growing more 
quickly than revenues thereby necessitating increases in the 
property tax rate each year. What approach will you take to 
address this structural issue?

The situation 
is exacer- 
bated due to 
the increased E 
price of oil over the last year. 
And we should be prepared 
for fuel costs to go higher, not 
hope that the rosiest scenario 
will occur. The tax increase is 
felt more as it also reflects the 
increases in real estate property 
assessments. 

What do we do to change 
this trend? Well, we can at 
least slow it down. I would 
support a hiring freeze during 
the next two years. Each de- 
partment should provide five- 
and ten-year plans regarding 
the big ticket items, e.g., pro- 
grams, equipment, personnel 
and to explore what revenue 
might be secured through 
grants, and to prioritize these 
items where the result would 
be that less important projects 
could be postponed. Addition- 
ally, improved marketing would 
yield a greater number of pay- 
ing customers for our recre- 
ational and cultural programs 
and classes. 

Income derived from major 
developments, e.g., a redevel- 
oped Springhill Lake, a devel- 
oped Metro site, and an up- 
scale condominium structure re- 
placing the convalescent center 
will provide significant income. 
New businesses, such as 
Internosis (IT firm which 
moved from Arlington, Vir- 
ginia) and a new Hilton Gar- 
den Inn, along with Patriot 
Center II and the expanded 
Capital Cadillac operation will 
also help reduce the structural 
financial gap. 

I also have proposed that 
the City create a task force, 
working with appropriate city 
Staff, to look for additional 
sources of revenue, other than 
Greenbelters’ tax dollars, to 
supplement the taxes we 
Greenbelters pay to maintain 


manager’s 
proposed 
budget each 
year is di- 
rectly influ- 
enced by the signals A gets 
from Council. The city man- 
ager and staff have gotten a 
consistent signal that it’s ac- 
ceptable to raise taxes every 
year. The “structural issue’’ is 
a result of continually hiring 
new employees without new 
revenue to pay for them. I be- 
lieve that raising taxes for new 
employees should be limited 
to critical or essential needs 
such as public safety. If we 
want to expand other depart- 
ments it should be done with 
revenue from new develop- 
ment, business expansion, etc. 
I will continue to vote against 
nonessential hiring and keep 
sending a message to the city 
manager and staff that we need 
to live within our means.

A Shining Example 

Kelly Ivy, who is running for 
council, states in the October 13 
issue of the News Review that he 
wants to see a Green Ridge East 
and West, so seniors can retire 
without leaving Greenbelt. So far, 
so good. But he also writes 
“Our seniors are leaving 
Greenbelt!” And “To lose our 
seniors simply because we did 
not care enough to try to keep 
them is unacceptable.” 

Let me give you the facts: 

I have personally witnessed 
our real estate agents singing the 
praises of Greenbelt as an ideal 
place for seniors to move to. 
GHI mentions the same to pro- 
spective buyers. Actually, 
Greenbelt is a NORC, a Natu- 
rally Occurring Retirement Com- 
munity, and as such got a grant 
to hire a resource advocate. 
Greenbelt is a shining example 
for the rest of the country on 
how to meet the needs of an 
ever graying population. 

Our previous and current 
councils have been great and to- 
gether with many active citizens 
helped this process. Back in 
1999 council established an As- 
sisted Living Task Force to ad- 
vise them on the various aspects 
of senior housing. One of the 
results of that task force was the 
realization that the most impor- 
tant task is to provide for seniors 
the resources that enable them to 
stay in their own homes as long 
as possible. 

I have to be brief but in a 
nutshell this is why Greenbelt 
has a resource advocate on its 
staff. The resource advocate is 
Christal Parker Batey, the most 
dynamic and productive person I 
have ever met! She established 
GAIL: the Greenbelt Assistance 
In Living program. Council 
then engaged the services of 
Sukol Communications to carry 
out a needs assessment survey 
for the GAIL program. 

Batey counsels individual citi- 
zens, established many, many 
programs, such as the brown bag 
program, the AARP Money Man- 
agement Program, the annual Se- 
nior Health Fair, the Greenbelt 
Nursing Services and coming in 
2006 the Adaptable Equipment 
Program. The Home Health 
Study Group (leaders Tom White 
and Batey) worked out a request 
for proposal (RFP) for council to 
obtain from health provider agen- 
cies special prices for Greenbelt 
citizens. Council issued that 
RFP and the agency responses 
are currently being evaluated. 

In addition to all of the 
above the city gives free use of 
its facilities to the Golden Age 
Club, to several senior classes 
conducted by Prince George’s 
Community College and to the 
Widowed Persons Support Group. 
They established the Senior Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee many 
years ago. The list is far from 
complete. But Greenbelt is one 
of the most caring cities for its 
senior citizens and I want to 
thank past and current councils 
and city staff and the many citi- 
zen-volunteers who make it all 
possible. Greenbelt is great!

For Bargaining 

I hope that our Greenbelt vot- 
ers will vote for the collective 
bargaining proposal on Novem- 
ber 8, though I would much pre- 
fer that it would authorize col- 
lective bargaining between the 
city and any group of city em- 
ployees. What would be benefi- 
cial for our police as a group 
probably also would be benefi- 
cial for recreation employees or 
the sanitation department em- 
ployees. 

I understand the reluctance of 
council to agree to arbitration of 
what the contract would provide 
and hasn’t provided. To do that 
would indeed challenge council’s 
budget-making ability. But I 
think that the city and the police 
union or any other union should 
provide in the contract for arbi- 
tration of any egregious violation 
of that contract. Such might be 
the case if the city were to vio- 
late a contract clause protecting 
an employee’s job status unless 
that employee grossly misbe- 
haves and acts in violation of his 
or her duties. 

A cop who misbehaves 
should be sacked. Such misbe- 
havior might include shooting or 
clubbing or beating someone up 
in the absence of that person’s 
violent actions against the police 
or anyone else. Or misbehavior 
would include arresting someone 
because of the person’s race, re- 
ligion, sexual identification, po- 
litical action (non-violent), etc. 

But a cop who is fired be- 
cause he spoke up for his col- 
leagues so that the city or some 
manager can intercede or break 
the union should have the con- 
tractual right to arbitrate the fir- 
ing. 

In my youth as a supporter of 
labor unions I was illegally ar- 
rested three times in one week 
for peacefully picketing a bank 
in Manhattan. The officer sup- 
ported his actions by pointing 
out that several years before I 
picketed that bank, that bank 
had secured a permanent injunc- 
tion against unions picketing it. 
But the arrests were illegal be- 
cause both the U.S. Congress and 
New York state legislature had 
since passed laws outlawing in- 
junctions against peaceful action. 
When I went before the courts in 
each case, the judges promptly 
threw the cases out. 

I remember when I edited a 
neutral publication on collective 
bargaining at the Bureau of Na- 
tional Affairs, I learned that in 
arbitration there is respect for the 
rule of equity. An employer or 
authority may not punish for a 
violation of some rules unless 
the rule 1) has previously been 
made known to all and 2) that 
rule has been enforced equally in 
all known cases. Treat employ- 
ees fairly, respect their rights and 
needs and all others would ben- 
efit. 

So vote “yes” and all others 
would benefit thereby.

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Independent Film Festival 
Here on Vets’ Day Weekend

The first Greenbelt Utopia In- 
dependent Film Festival will be 
held November 11, 12 and 13, Vet- 
erans’ Day weekend. 

Want to see some great mov- 
ies? Well then just stay right here 
in Greenbelt during Veterans’ Day 
weekend. Tickets are reasonable 
and the Saturday show at the li- 
brary is free. 

The Greenbelt Theatre will run 
“Spring, Summer, Fall, Winter 
and Spring” on Saturday and 
‘“‘Festival Express” on Sunday. 
There will be two shows each day 
between noon and 5 p.m. 

Also, the Greenbelt Arts Center 
will be converted into a movie 
theater for the weekend showing 
several films: 

“Bright Leaves” by Ross 
McElwee, the director who made 
“Sherman’s March,’ looks at the 
legacy of tobacco in America and 
his own family’s role in it. 

‘Darwin’s Nightmare,” a film 
that got great audience buzz at 
Silver Docs (the American Film 
Institute’s documentary festival in 
Silver Spring) and other festivals, 
is about a real life ecological and 
economic nightmare that ravaged 
the people of Tanzania when a 
non-native fish is introduced to 
Lake Victoria. Truly horrifying 
and a must-see. 

“Day of the Wacko” or 
‘‘Dzien Swira,’” a comedy — not a 
great translation of the title but a 
funny, insightful film about an 
obsessive/compulsive middle-aged 
man who is at war with himself 
and the world. There are very 
funny scenes and an unexpected 
lightness from a land which pro- 
duces much darker films. 

“Living in Oblivion,” a com- 
edy in which Steve Buscemi is a 
director caught in low-budget 
film hell. The characters are

funny and realistic. The movie is 
a valentine to the trials and joys 
of independent filmmaking and a 
great Saturday night audience 
pleaser. 

“The Swenkas” is a documen- 
tary. They are Zulu men who 
“swank” on the weekend. They 
dress up in their best suits to see 
who has the best “style.” But it’s 
not just about style, it’s about 
family and bridging the gap be- 
tween ancient traditions and mod- 
erm life. This too got great audi- 
ence buzz at Silver Docs. 

‘The Same River Twice,’ an- 
other documentary, looks at the 
changes in a group of friends as 
they look back 30 years later on 
their innocent lives as hippie river 
guides. (They spent a lot of their 
time naked ... hmm.) One char- 
acter in particular is especially 
ravaged by time. The film is 
quiet, poignant and insightful. 
Hang on for the final scene in 
this film, it’s a doozy. 

In “Exploding the Frame,” 
Filmmaker Chris Lynn has put to- 
gether a feature-length collection 
of non-narrative films. Narrative 
films tell a story and are related 
to theater and novels. Non-narra- 
tive films are experiential and 
much more closely related to 
painting and still photography. 
This film is not what is normally 
seen and definitely worth the 
look. After all, festivals are for 
trying new things. Some of the 
filmmakers will be available for a 
meet-and-greet afterward. 

This is the first festival and 
advance ticket sales will help im- 
mensely in planning. Ticket 
sales will begin Thursday, No- 
vember 10 from 6 to 9 p.m. in 
the lobby of the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, next to the post office. 


“Proof” — Of What? 


The new film at Old Greenbelt Theatre raises many questions;

at all comfortable with federal, 
state, county or city preparedness. 
She noted that Hurricane Katrina 
had pointed out additional prob- 
lems, such as needing to be able 
to take care of ourselves for more 
than the three days proposed. We 
need to take care of special needs 
citizens; plans need to be up to 
date. She commented that people 
have signed up for city emergency 
preparedness training and that the 
city needs to “practice, practice, 
practice.” 

Herling said that he has been 
to county-sponsored training on 
emergency preparedness. He 
agreed with Davis that more needs 
to be done. He commented on ra- 
dio problems that can occur in a 
large disaster. He thought we 
might want to look to ham radio 
operators. He referred to Greenbelt 
East’s Dorothy Pyles, who 25 years 
ago established block coordina- 
tors. He thinks block coordinators 
could be an important asset in an 
emergency. 

Roberts said he does not have a 
“good feeling’ about county and 
state preparedness. He prefers what 
Greenbelt can control itself. He 
wants to see that the professionals 
— police, fire department, rescue 
squad and city staff — are working 
together to implement a plan. 

Mach agreed that no one is 
100 percent comfortable with the 
various emergency plans. She re- 
ferred the audience to the 
Greenbelt city website which has 
quite a bit of information on pro- 
tecting yourself. 

Putens referred more to per- 
sonal responsibility in an emer- 
gency. He indicated that commu- 
nication is critical and that each 
family should work together to 
prepare for an emergency. 

Ivy suggested that command 
centers be established by the city 
in each of the three sections of the 
city — Greenbelt East, the center 
city and Greenbelt West — with 
one central command center. He 
referred to his work at Amtrak 
where he is familiar with the com- 
mand center approach. 

Question 3: In Greenbelt East 
many projects are underway — the 
post office, Hanover Parkway im- 
provements and the Sunrise prop- 
erty. What do you see coming up 
in the future for Greenbelt East? 

Mach started this round by 
commenting that we need to finish 
up all of those projects. With the 


post office coming to Greenbelt 
East, a contract post office needs 
to be established in the center city. 
Greenbelt East needs more traffic 
calming. The Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School students still have 
trouble crossing Greenbelt Road at 
the school entrance. The city is 
still working with the state to try 
to get a light placed there. Mach 
also sees a need to assess all of 
the playground areas in the city. 

Putens said that we are fortu- 
nate to have so many people 
throughout the city working to- 
gether on projects. In Greenbelt 
East specifically he indicated that 
he wants to be sure to maintain 
the area physically and to work 
with the State Highway Admiunistra- 
tion on road issues. 

Ivy concentrated on one plan. 
He wants to see senior citizen 
housing developed in Greenbelt 
East, similar to Green Ridge 
House. He indicated that seniors 
should not have to leave their 
Greenbelt East neighborhood to 
move to senior housing. 

Davis had a list of plans start- 
ing with traffic calming in all ar- 
eas of the city. She recommends 
working with neighborhood 
groups to identify problems and 
seek solutions. She said the city 
must continue to show its support 
for Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. We must keep Greenway 
Center economically viable, she 
said. She referred to Schrom Hills 
as a great park but one that 
“hardly anyone uses.” She said 
the fields need work, the trails 
need to be developed and the park 
should be connected with the rest 
of the city. 

Herling sees public safety as a 
high priority. He referred to one 
completed bus shelter on Green- 
belt Road and one in the plans to 
be built. He still wants to see a 
pedestrian bridge built from the 
high school across Greenbelt Road 
to Windsor Green. He referred to 
the late Charlie Schwan, long-time 
community activist and city coun- 
cil member, who in 1979 had the 
pedestrian overpass in a wish list 
for completion during the next 20 
to 25 years. 

Roberts, the final speaker on 
this question, summed up that 
nothing is ever completely done. 
His priorities for Greenbelt East 
focus on crime, vandalism and the 
overpass. Regarding the last, he 
said that Windsor Green has the

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“landing site” for the bridge, so it 
can happen. He indicated that he 
wants to listen to the citizens and 
get their ideas. 

Final Question: Why do you 
want to serve? (Followed by 
chuckles from the audience.) 

Putens said that he is commit- 
ted to Greenbelt and has the expe- 
rience to serve. The city has 
reached another challenge — 
Greenbelt West, he said. He 
would like to be part of the coun- 
cil that 1s responsible for that 
change. He wants to see the “be- 
ginning of a new Greenbelt.” 

Mach indicated that she found 
her first two years on council very 
rewarding. She described the at- 
tributes of a good public servant 
including the willingness to work 
and willingness to act. She hopes 
that voters agree that she is a 


good public servant. 

Roberts, “I am not a quitter. 
I’m going to keep on fighting for 
what I believe in.” He stated that 
changes in Greenbelt West can af- 
fect the whole city. He wants ad- 
equate public facilities so that 
there will be a real community 
there. He also would like to see 
one year when the city does not 
raise taxes. “It’s time to give the 
citizens a break,” he said. 

Herling followed by saying he 
would like to see additional 
sources of tax revenue rather than 
that supplied by the citizens. If 
Greenbelt facilities were used 
more, more taxes would come in. 
He is committed to keeping up the 
quality of life in Greenbelt, he said. 
He mentioned the issue of trans- 
portation, especially buses on Sun- 
day. He referred to the county’s 
The Bus, indicating that no one 
knows when it’s coming or where 
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it’s going. 

Davis said she has had so many 
wonderful opportunities in Green- 
belt that she wants to continue to 
give back to the citizens. She has 
the time and dedication to continue 
to serve. She reaches out to all 
neighborhoods and organizations. 

Ivy repeated the question, 
“Why do I want to serve?” and 
then said, “That’s what my wife 
asks me!” He referred back to his 
years of coaching five youth teams 
at once and belonging to five or- 
ganizations at once. He was very 
concerned that no one but incum- 
bents had agreed to run, so he 
stepped in. He is very interested 
in the well-being of the police and 
fire departments and considers 
them most important to the suc- 
cess of the city.

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The Play: More Pleasantly 
Tepid Than It Is Red Hot

Amusing rather than hilarious, 
Neil Simon’s “Last of the Red Hot 
Lovers” attempts to be two things 
simultaneously, a light comedy 
and a thoughtful social commen- 
tary. The current show at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, directed by 
Lenora S. Dernoga and produced 
by Beatriz Mayoral, succeeds in 
doing a modicum of each. 

The play, set in late 1960s 
New York, focuses on 47-year-old 
Barney Cashman, who, married 
over 20 years, now feels he’s been 
missing out on a crucial element 
of living, namely a clandestine 
tryst. In three acts, our middle- 
aged lead attempts to correct this 
state of affairs (or rather its lack) 
with three successive, diverse 
women. 

Bring on the Gals 

Act I felt a bit rough on open- 
ing night. We’re introduced to 
Barney, as played by Steve 
Lichtenstein, who is theoretically a 
nice, decent sort of fellow, the pro- 
totype of a faithful, hard-working 
family man. Borrowing his 
mother’s pastel-hued apartment, 
Barney sets up a rendezvous with 
unsentimental, tart-tongued Elaine 
Navazio. 

It’s hard to fathom why Elaine 
thinks a good time could be had 
with this man, who comes off as 
not particularly attractive, funny 
or even interesting. 

Part of the problem may be that 
the play itself is a bit dated. But 
it’s difficult to dredge up much em- 
pathy for Barney — even if he 
isn’t exactly a “playa” — when in- 
fidelity and its damaging ramifica- 
tions are as mainstreamed as they 
are today. 

Playing Elaine, Ashley Edmis- 
ton pulls off some good lines, but 
on the whole, the first act is some- 
what off-key and not as funny as 
it could have been. How amusing 
is it when two clearly mismatched 
people painfully attempt to con- 
nect? 

As the linchpin, Lichtenstein 
as Barney falls short of owning 
the role. While adequate he isn’t 
naturally funny enough or suffi- 
ciently endearing to do the part 
real justice. 

Act II provides the play with a 


needed shot of energy in the form 
of Barney’s second attempted 
““seductee,” blonde, manic starlet- 
in-training Bobbi Michele, deli- 
ciously played by Shannon Miller. 
Well cast, Miller leaves her inhibi- 
tions somewhere at the door as she 
nails her timing and mops up the 
floor with hapless Barney. 

The last woman Barney invites 
up to mom’s digs for a go at the 
300-thread count rhumba is 
Jeanette Fisher, whom he plucks 
from his own personal circle. 
Portrayed by Carol Randolph, 
Jeanette is ill-suited to adultery; 
she’s all wringing hands and ram- 
bling vents, topped off by ner- 
vous pill-popping. Will Barney 
succeed in getting the crimson 
lovin’ he’s after? 

Cheaters are People, Too 

Although considered a comedy, 
the play raises significant social 
and interpersonal issues, such as 
whether nice, decent people also 
cheat; whether intending adultery 
is on par with committing it; and 
whether new sex is a reasonable 
response to a life rut. However, 
the answers in this case are not 
especially satisfying. Whether that 
should be attributed more to the 
play itself or to this particular ad- 
aptation is left to the viewer. 

Let There Be Music 

One of the most enjoyable as- 
pects of the evening was the ter- 
rific soundtrack of era-appropriate 
music, including The Mamas and 
The Papas, Steppenwolf, Simon 
and Garfunkel, Nancy Sinatra, Joni 
Mitchell and The Fifth Dimension. 
Hey — any night featuring the 
deep dark chocolate confection 
that is Tom Jones’ voice is all right 
by me. 

Costumes don’t appear to have 
been given as much attention as 
the set, which although un- 
changed throughout, is warmly at- 
tractive and convincing for the 
time period. Check out the rotary 
phone. Folks sitting in the front 
row may want to don sunglasses 
for the very brightly lit stage. 

“The Last of The Red Hot Lov- 
ers’ continues Fridays and Satur- 
days at 8 p.m. through November 
5, with matinees at 2 p.m. on two 
Sundays, October 23 and 30.

between reducing services and 
raising taxes. In Greenbelt, most 
citizens and council members op- 
pose reducing services. Therefore, 
we have raised taxes in order to 
maintain and improve our quality 
of life. 

The “structural deficit” is a 
variation on this problem. The 
cost of city services at our level 
of expectations continues to in- 
crease faster than the increase in 
revenues. Most increases are for 
personnel costs — salaries, health 
benefits, pensions. 

Part of the problem comes 
from paying for bond issue im- 
provements you approved. These 
were all good decisions, financing 
major priorities like the police 
station, indoor pool, community 
center, Schrom Hills Park, and ac- 
quiring Parcel 1. However, this is 
borrowed money that must be 
paid back. We have borrowed 
from reserves to avoid passing on 
the full cost to taxpayers. Unfor- 
tunately, our reserves have be- 
come seriously depleted. 

Here are my conclusions. (1) I 
oppose reducing services that 
people rely on, and that define 
the quality of life in Greenbelt. 
(2) I oppose continuing to lower 
reserves to offset the structural 
deficit. (3) Let’s try to hold our 
increase in expenditures below ex- 
pected annual revenue increases. 
(4) Let’s delay desirable capital 
improvements and new bond is- 
sues until we pay off current ob- 
ligations. 

Finally, (5) I am willing to bet 
on the future. Reconstruction of 
Springhill Lake, plus Metroland 
and related development, will 
greatly increase tax revenue from 
Greenbelt West. It will take time, 
and we will at first lose some 
SHL revenue as buildings are 
razed, but this will be offset by 
new construction elsewhere, in- 
cluding the Metroland develop- 
ment. In several years, as all the 
new Greenbelt West construction 
nears completion, revenues will 
grow faster than expenditures, 
thus overcoming the structural 
deficit.

There is no easy answer. We 
need to recognize that the city 
provides services to meet the 
needs and wishes of citizens. 
Our biggest expense is in people 
— 67% of the budget goes to sala- 
ries and benefits. In Greenbelt as 
elsewhere, the cost of insurance, 
other benefits and products such 
as fuel continues to rise. 

Unfortunately, revenues are not 
growing as fast. We have in- 
creased some fees — inspections, 
parking tickets, trash collection 
and Aquatic and Fitness Center 
passes. However, these increases 
are not enough to balance the 
budget without a tax increase. 

There is no one solution to 
this problem. My approach to 
the structural issue is a combina- 
tion of reducing expenses, avoid- 
ing new expenses, finding new 
sources of revenue, ensuring that 
we get all the revenue we are en- 
titled to and, when necessary, in- 
crease taxes. I do not believe it 
is possible to declare “no new 
taxes” but it is possible to limit 








the amount of any increase. 

A few specific things to do — 

When an employee leaves, 
carefully examine the position to 
see if the job can be eliminated 
or the tasks reallocated. 

Carefully consider the long- 
term impact before providing any 
new benefits. 

Examine our demographics to 
see if we are offering the right 
mix of fee-based programs. 

See that we receive all the 
revenue we are entitled to such as 
the School Resource Officer reim- 
bursement. 

Work with the National 
League of Cities and Maryland 
Municipal League to see that 
sources of revenue are not cut. 

Finally, at some point we 
should see new tax revenue com- 
ing from new development in 
Greenbelt West.

Budget struc- 
tural issues have 
been building 
for several years 
because of a 
slow economy, 
State funding 
cuts, and the 
City adding 
programs initially funded by 
grants with short-term lifespans 
but then fully funded in ensuing 
budgets. To close budget gaps, 
money was either taken from 
healthy reserves or the tax rate 
was raised. Our reserves are now 
uncomfortably low. 

Economic news may be bright- 
ening as income tax receipts, real 
estate taxes and corporate personal 
property tax trends are on the rise. 
New buildings and businesses are 
coming on line. The City may be 
experiencing improved revenues re- 
ported earlier by the state and 
county. However, this is not the 
time to drop our guard and return 
to old habits. 

Current programs, services, and 
expenditures, as well as future 
proposals, need to be evaluated to 
determine if they meet our citi- 
zens’ expressed needs and are be- 
ing managed efficiently. For ex- 
ample, I requested that the Recre- 
ation Department research why 
participation in many programs is 
decreasing. The results and sug- 
gested corrective measures will be 
presented to the new Council. 

Alternative sources of revenue 
must continue to be sought. 
Through my urging, permit fees 
were increased to match the cost 
of processing. Commercial refuse 
and bulk trash fees are being re- 
viewed. 

Political pressure on county 
and state legislators might rein- 
state cut funds. If not, some spe- 
cific services and repairs will be 
eliminated or postponed. 

During the next budget pro- 
cess, Council must question any 
new program, position, service or 
contribution to ascertain if it can 
be afforded in the long term or if 
it is self-sustaining. Capital 
projects may need to be phased 
in at a slower pace. Higher util- 
ity, fuel, and insurance costs will 
create tough challenges. Well 
thought out, balanced decisions, 
and resolute actions are required, 
with citizen input a must!
